Remarks; 

In the Office Action, the Examiner allowed claims 1 and 26 over the cited prior art and 
objected to claim 17 but indicated it would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Accordingly, Applicant accepts 
theallowance ofclaims 1-11 and 26, amends claim 13 to include the limitations of c^ims 14, 16, and. 
17, and cancels claims 12, 14, 16-17, 19-25, and 27-28 without prejudice or disclaimet Applicant 
notes the rejections of de^erid|ent claims 1.5 and 1;8 under 35' U.S.C; 103(a), but subrnifs thiat such 
claims should now be allowable because they are depeiident on an allowed independent claim. 

In view of this arhendment and the remarks herein, applicant respectfully submits that claims 
1^11, 13, 15, 18, and 26 ai^ ripw in allowable w In the
